The immediate eause of the suspension was an
erder lisued by the Treasury on the bth instant,
Tue regulations of the Treasury require Ahat all
eountry baiks, noder which clnen thclt srmernl
and Citizens' was enrolled 1o {he lisl of navions

win & reserve fand in legal-
banks, stinll mainia 3 1
tenders in thelr vanit, amounting to st lenst
fiftecn per cent of the gross sum of 1b&:ir de-
jts apd clroulation. Furmers' and
tigens’ Bank beld about £1,000,000 of deposita,
and wias permitied toissue a clreulation of abont |
$350,000 in patiousl bauk currency notes. It
Bad also about $6000 of old Htate notes floating
about in the finrncial world, and as these bills,
when gathiered in, would be converted into
nations] bank currendy, the Goverumeut
eounted in thet amount &« part of the circulation
of the bank. In order to comply with the
requirements of the Treasury, therefore, the
Farmers’and Citizens' Baok ought constantly to
hold In Its possession about $210,000. About a
month ago the agent of the Government whose
duty it was to ke that this regulation was u]]p-
geryed, discovered that there was a considernble
defieit, the amount of which s unknown, and is
wariontly stated at batween $20,000 and $100,000,
A notiication that this deficiency must be made
up was At once served npon the President ol
the Bank, Mr. O, M, Beseh, The conduot of
this gentleman, if the stutement of the directors
ean be credited, from this gtage of the aflair,
has been quite extreordinary and wholly inex-
leable. instead of conveping o gpecinl ment-
e of the Board of Directors and expluining the
gritical position of the baak, for the prosperity of
which they were, uquntli with himsel!, morally
responsible, he kept the fact of the notice havivg
been received a prefound secrel, kBinee the re-
ceipt of this important notification four of the
regular weekly meetings of the dircctors have
been beld; but the actuusl condition of the bank
dins never been on either of those opcusions dis-
elosed, or sny intimatlon whatever given of its
impending fite. The directors declure that the
stoppage of the bank wae o8 sudden and unex-
g:cied 8 blow to them a5 1o any of the stock-
lders or depositorg, of whoue interests they
were the costodinng; and severnl of them urge,
in corraboration of this, that within the last
week they have (hemselves confided large
sums of moncy to the care of the bank, one
of them having thus deposited no less an amount
than twenty-eix thousand dollnrs, What the
motive of the Prestident counld bave been in thus
concenling the truth from the knowledgs of his
brother officials §8 a8 yot whaolly nnexplained,
but further develspments will probably dispel
the mystery now resting upou this poriion of
the affair. Under these eireumstavces, ol course,
none of the measures that might have been
adopted to preserve the credit ol the bank sod
render it suspension neediess hava been
adopted. The stockuolders assert that they
wo have been perfectly willing to have had
an assessment, pro rata, mude ou thelr shares,
if such o course would hive restored the bank
to a condition of perfect and unlmpeachable
financinl health,

The ers’ and Citizens' Bank was orga-
mized as n Nationsl Banking aseocigtion about
two yenrs azo, but 1t had existed as oue of the
banks of the Biate of New York for a long time
previously. 1ts eapital anounted to $800,000, in
shures ol $20 ench, anud had all been subseribed,
D}) to the time of the suspension the fair fams
ol the bank had never been questioned, and 1t
esrioyed an oxtremely enviable reputution for
the strength of i1z unroclal resources and the
éxperience and ability of«the cfficers o whom
the chiaree of its affiirs bad been gomMitted, Ite
stock ouly recently was quoted at eighy Der
cent. prewinm, and last July a dividend os
five per cent, was declared, and the custom-
ary bank statement, showed & surplus of
$40,000, This statement, however, 18 now gene-
rally discredited. Some epeculation took plage
in Willinmsbury vestordsy upon the shares of
the bank, bLut sales were eflfected only at &

The olasees mostly affected by the failare of
the Farmers' apd Cilizeus' Bapk are the smaller
tradesmen of the Esstern District and the Long
Island farmers, men of small resources, whose
whole available eapital was [ntrosted to.the
custody of the bank. Consdering the smalluess
of the means ut the disposal of each, it may be
very well Impgined that the number ot deposi-
tors was very large, and the effect of sach sction
on the part of the bank the caunse of much
specn'ation and excitement and of temporary if
not permanent distress 1o a large portion of the
population. A number of the depnsitors were
men engaged in trade In Wllllamnbur‘g‘ employ-
ing a number of bands, whose weekly pay was
usually drawn trom the bank each Baturday.
This may not affect those with sufficlent capi-
tal on hand, bul many of the smatler custom-ra
deposited the business recuipts daily, aud then
drew for thelr requirements, The result was
that many of them were Inst night unable to pay
their work people, and the Intter went to their
homes in & far quieter manner*than might have

himself and 1ittle ones for the coming week.
Many ol the storekeepers, especially in Granl
street, were also much embarrassed, sand were
unsabie t¢ meet their regular weekly engagoe-
ments, und business in some establishments was
partiaily interrupled from the momeat of the
announcement of Lbe suspeusion of th2 bank,
Some persons, moro Irightened thun others,
waited for the hour of opening to present their
checks or bonks; but were met by s colored

Many of those persoms were ovidently of the
hard-working class, and must have earned thelr
money By the rooghest of labor, or the most
asciduous and persevering attention to business.

Suspension of the Traders' Hank of

Greenpoint,

The Merchants' and Traders' Bank of Green-
point suspended paymont immediately on recelpt
of the intelligence of the state ol afairs in
Wiltinmsburg, as all their deposits were made
with the Farmers' and Citizens' Bank of the
latter place. This was very unexpected by its
patrons, and created almost greater excitement
in Greenpoint thun that ocensioned by the other
in Willinmsburg, The depositors had the numost
confidence in the Institation, which was esinb-
lished originally as a branch of the FParmers'
snd Cltizens' Baunk, but was subsequently —
nbout nine months avo—orgunlzed under the
Genernl Banking laws of the Stale as a State
bank. Iig opening rovk pluce with great eclaf,
aLd the promises made by the directiors were
encouraging to the prospeécts of the many ex-
tensive in‘ercstes of Grecapoimt, The capital
was enld ‘o bave been $100,000, and It was,
sirange to gay, the only banking fnstitution in
the Hecond Congresstonnl diairiot.

The moment it became known that the bank
bad stopped payvment, many were inolined to
believe it but &n idle rumor; bat on visitiog tae
office, at the corner of Greenpoint avenue and
Franklin streel, yma having ocular proof ol the
truth of the statement, digappointment and
vexation were manifest o the faces of all, and
lound were the murmurs and bitter the coms-
ilainie against the directory of the bank: and
newdents snch as those occurring in Willilams-
burg at the game moment were here repeated
with, if posgible, greater force, as the depositors
belonged (o the humbler elnss of the popuiation,
and were upueed to such fashionable oceur-
rences ap the smash-up of bauks, Shonld the
Merchants' and Traders' Bank be unable to seon
resume payment, the distress and suffering
caused the poor Tcoph- will be very hard. They

NAUVGATUCK RAILROAD ACCIDENT.,

Full Particulara—Hight Lives Lost—
Four of the Hodies Found—Verdict of
the Corouner’s Jury.

The Naugatuck Ruilroad sccudent, of which
the telegraph, alwass laconic in itg utterances
and limited to lacts, bard facts, tometimes very
bard tacls, gave & puraeraphic sumwary yeater-
duy morving, proves Lo have been an occur-
rence of unconimouly harrowing luterest, as
well from the munner of the casuulites results
ing ug from the pumber of deaths thereby in-
curred, No aceldent has bhappened noon an
Eastern rond for several years which has ere-
nted in e immediato vieinlly o sensation so
painful and general, About two miles trom the
small town of Thomaston the Naugatuck Rail-
road crosses a cousiderable trmibulary of the
Nuogatuek river, A juncilon between this tri-
butury, which i# ot considerable width at this
olut, and the Naugatuck, wnges place about
I;,.u g mile south of the scene of the disaster,

The car coupling was torn asunder instantly,
and the vehicle isell, covtaiving sixtecn per-
sons, of whom ffteen were employes of the
company, £ank suddenly into the river, and was
whitled ever and over and away by theswollen |
flood, 'The force of the current aeting npon the
baggage cor, already at its merey, swung it
rountd with soflicient momentum to draw the
forward pussenger cur from the track ana head
it down the stream in the wake of the vehicle
nlrendy submerged. At this point, howeaver,
tbhe coupliug of the pnsséuger car gave way,
gud the inmutes were saved by fortunateacci;
dent from participation in the fate of the sixteen
who hod gone belore, The passenger car wis
thus lefe with the forward and swung round at
right angles from the truck and in sboot three
tect of wuter; and, saving fright and bruises,
the pasrengers gL mavarmed. Meantime
Mlﬂfé cnr, with Its fated sixteen, was
swept down the river with singular velooity—
the stream being swollen to six or elght feet
more than its usual depth by the giving way of
g dam, known as Wil.on's dam, about throe
miles ahove the bridge. The wvehicle, mude a
whirligig of by the current, in ten minutes had
gssed the juuction of the stremm with the
jungatuck, and still continued floundering in
the curtent, Two milez further it was swept
slong with dizzy raplaity over the dam at
Tuomaston, and a mile further after that
leap, until it fnally grounded one mile below
the village and three miles from the scene of
the oecurrenoe. R0 rapid wie the motion of the
corient, aud so swilily was the car horried
along by the frestet, that nen on foot with the
utmogt ronuing were unable to keep pace with
it, and borses were tmpresged futo seryiee to
cnable the rescuers to follow 1n ensy wake of
